Spiritualists Outdone by Conjurors. 


The following extract from the London 


rimes describes the feats practised by 
certain professed jugcjlers, who are re- 
peating and eclipsing the best perform- 
ances of the professed spiritualists,^ for 
the benefit of London audiences.

"materialisation" feats of the Eddys arc 
greatly surpassed by Dr. Lynn, who 
tirst dcmatcrialises a man ishoin he ha_s 
cut into Binall pieces, and then materi- 
alises him in a well-lighted room. 
The 


cabinet tricks of the Davenports, and 
the "reading" feats of Foster are better 
done by these jugglers than they are by 
a professional medium. 
And yet, when 


vulgar impostors claim that tricks of the 
same nature as those performed by 
Messrs. Lynn, Maskclyno, and C'ooke, 
but requiring much less skill, arc the 
work of spirits, there are thousands who 
actually admit tlio claim. The Egyptian 
Hall remains the abode of 
mysteries 


suitable to its name. After ruling ancient 
kingdoms, the jcigglcrs have taken up 
the 
much 
more 
honest 
trade of 


amusing 
holiday 
folks. 
But 
tho 


wonders worked at the Egyptian Hall 
explain the history of tho power which 
once belonged to the worker of leger- 
demain. Dr. Lynn, for example, who 
late'" filled the "largo hall at three and 
at 
eight 
o'clock, breaks a watch to 


pieces and returns it unhurt to its owner, 
pulls two fine eggs out of a spectator's 
beard, decapitates a pigeon and tlicn 
makes the bird fly out of n bottle of 
sherry. From a flower-pot ho pro- 
duced any flower a fastidious rivtdieuco 
chose to name, and repeated tho trick 
with n hat, which, by a liberal definition 
of "flower," was allowed to respond to 
lue request of a pertinacious listener for 
a cauliflower. The cleverest trick ia one 
in which Dr. Lynn reads off proper 
names written by any persons among the 
audience on pieces of paper which are 
folded up and kept on the stage in a hat. 
In "I'alingenesla" a gentleman comes 
on the itjige to-be cut up and put to- 
gether again, and will, wo understand, 
continue to bo cut up twice a d«y during 
the holidays. In this trick one does 
not know whether to admire 
more

endurance

or 


the coolness of the operator. Messrs. 
Maskelyne and Cooke begin by causing 
sii desert plates to stand up on a table 
on their edges, like tlie littlo oysters 
standing in a row in "Trough the 
Looking-glass," then to walk about on 
the table, and then to roll np a sort of 
spiral »tairea»e. 
After this comes the 


"indescribable 
phenomena seance," 


and we have not the intention to describe 
it. It includes an effort of oratory by 
Mr. Maskelyne, nnd wonderful feats by 
Mr. Cooke, who is tied up by a com- 
mittee and then enclosed in » boi. The 
committee are volunteers from among 
tho audience, and directly he is tied up 
Mr. Cooke does ft nnmber of things all 
ordinary people would find it difficult 
to do when perfectly free.
